ically,  low  on  funds,  went  to 
William  Kiffln,  wealthy  Baptist 
merchant  and  paaUn'.  seeking  fi¬ 
nancial  aid.  His  Majesty  report¬ 
edly  asked  Klftin''  for  ttve  loan 
of  forty  thousand  pounds. 

The  preacher’s  response  to 
the  kfng’s  request  was  extraor¬ 
dinary.  He  declined  to  grant 
the  king  the  loan,  saying  that 
it  would  be  impossible  for  him 
to  raise  so  large  a  sum.

to  clean  up  New  York  City.  We  are  coming  to -get  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  demcate  themselves  to  God  and  then  send  theth  to 
their  own  church.  Catholic,  Jew,  or  Protestant.” 

While  Billy  Graham  has  always  shown  the  utmost 
courtesy,  considetation  and  diplbmacy  toward  people  of 
all  denominations,  to  our  knowledge  he  has  never  even 
once  intimated  that  the  denomination  of  one’s  choice  is  im- 
materiaL  The  press  quotation  above,  therefore,  immediate¬ 
ly  appeared  to  be  incorrect. 

A  prompt  telegram  from  George  L.  Edstrom  of  the 
Billy  Graham  Evangelistic  Association  in  Minneapolis 
says,  “The  press  tragically  blundered.” 

Furthermore,  in  the  tel^am  Mr.  Edstrom  states, 
“We  have  a  tape  recording  of  Graham’a  address.  He  ac¬ 
tually  said,  *We  are  not  coming  to  New  York  with  grand¬ 
iose  ideas  that  we  can  clean  up  New  York  City,  though  we 
have  a  gospel  that  could  be  the  dynamite  of  God  to  trans¬ 
form  New  York  as  it  did  the  Roman  world.  Fifty-eight 
peix«nt  of  the  people  of  New  York  do  not  attend  any 
church,  Catholic,  Jew.  Protestant’.” 

Without  a  doubt  Billy  Graham  is  the  most  successful 
Christian  leader  of  modem  times  in  bringing  divergent 
theological  groups  into  teamwork  for  soul-winning.  His 
efforts  in  interdenominational  evangelism  constitute  one 
of  the  most  significant  religious  developments  sinte  the' 
sixteenth  century. 

At  the  same  time,  he  has  not  compromised  his  con¬ 
victions  as  a  Southern  Baptist.  His  church  membership  is 
tai  the  First  Baptist  Chuixih  orDallas. 

This  little  episode  points  up  a  couple  of  things  that 
are  worth  noting  in  passing:  (1)  inaccurate  and  careless 
reporting  can  do  great  harm;  (2)  Men  of  integrity  in  public ' 
life  have  nothing  to  fear  when  the  facts  are  afl  in.

I  QUESTION:  The  deacons  of 
our  church  think  that  they  are

member  is  to  see  that  the  church

;  properly,  regardless  of  my  po¬ 
sition  or  job  in  the  ehurch. 
What  la  your  opinion? 

)  ANSWER:  I  cannot  imagine 
:  a  deacon  who  reads  his  New 
•  Testament  holding  to  such  an 
t  Opinion.  The  word  deacon  Itself 
means  “servant.”  They  are  not 
an  official  “board”  but  a  group 
i  of  men  designated  to  serve  the 
I  church  in  a  particular  capacity. 
'  Of  course,  if  the  chqrch  dele- 
!  gates  them  the  authority  to  de- 
’  eide  how  and  when  a  new 
!  church  building  is  to  be  built, 
I  they  have  that  authority. 

The  authority  of  a  New  Test¬ 
ament  church  is  in  the  congre¬ 
gation  It  is  a  democracy.  There- 
i  fore,  the  majority  should  rule. 
If  the  church  votes  to  build  a 
new  church  building,  every 
member  of  the  church  (even 
those  who  disagree)  are  honor 
bound  to  cooperate. 

You  tee  this  is  bated  on  the 
belief  that  God  speaks  to  every 
individual,  rather  than  to  a  few, 
such  as  the  pastors  or  deacons. 
In  this  we  Baptists  differ  from 
i_t|w  Cattmllce  and  many  others. 

In  every  church  there  are  a 
few  who  feel  that  their  opinion 
is  better  than  that  of  the  major¬ 
ity.  Often  these  people  seek 
pnwer.  But  Christ  said  "tell  it 
to  the  church”  (Matt.  18:17)  and 
the  early  church  consulted  the 
“whole  multitude”  (Acts  8:5)  in
